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OTTOMAN EMPIRE. 


According to the ‘ Bulletin” of the French Chamber of Commerce 
at Smyrna, the number of pharmaceutical estab- 
lishments in that city shows a steady increase 
of recent years, and they now number more 
than seventy, without counting those in the suburbs and neigh- 
bouring villages. ‘The value of the annual imports of chemicals, 
drugs and specialities for these establishments is estimated at 
120,000/.: this estimate does not include imports of similar pro- 
ducts for industrial purposes, such as soda and potash for cleaning 
wool, oils for lubricating machinery, &c. Of these imports it is 
estimated that 20 per cent. is consumed in Smyrna, 20 per cent. is 
sent to various islands in the Archipelago and to towns on the 
coast, and the remainder is sent to the interior of Anatolia. There 
is @ growing tendency, however, in the inhabitants of the islands 
and coast towns to avail themselves of the facilities afforded by the 
maritime services, and obtain these and other goods direct from 
the exporters. 

Among the chief pharmaceutical wares imported, the following may 
be noted :—-Quinine comes mainly from France, the annual amount 
imported varying from 4,000 to 5,000 kilogs. A German firm has 
recently secured some large orders for this product. Germany 
sends nearly all the cotton wool and gauze imported, at very low 
prices: the annual imports average about 9,000 kilogs., represent- 
ing a value of some 9,000 frs. (about 360/.). The annual imports 
of cod liver oil are estimated at about 30,000 kilogs. The price of 
this commodity depends on the results of the Norwegian fishery, 
and has fluctuated between 100 frs. and 400 frs. per 100 kilogs. 
Nearly all the supply comes from Hamburg, and only a small pro- 
portion from Havre. About 50,000 kilogs. of- castor oil are im- 
ported yearly, at prices ranging from 50 to 70 frs. per 100 kilogs. : 
I’rance sends most of this, vié Marseilles, and a very small quantity 
comes from Italy. Glycerine was largely imported in the days 
when wines from Asia Minor found a sale on the Italian market ; 
but imports have shown a diminution for some time past, and now 
amount to only 10,000 kilogs. per annum, mainly from Germany, 
the United Kingdom, and France. Borax and boracic acid are im- 
ported to the annual value of about 2 25,000 frs., almost exclusively 
trom the United Kingdom and France. The following are believed 
to be the chief importing countries, in order of value :—Germany, 
France, the United Kingdom, Italy, Austria, and Switzerland.

DECREE RF PLACING OF RUSSIAN GOVERNMENT 
ORDERS IN FINLAND OR ABROAD. 


H.M. Embassy at St. Petersburg has forwarded a translation 
of regulations drawn up by the Council of Ministers and confirmed 
by Imperial Ukase with regard to the placing of orders for 
Russian Government contracts. These regulations, which are 
intended to revise and supplement those of 23rd December, 1902, 
are as follow: 
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Decree re Placing of Russian Government Orders in Finland 
or Abroad. 





1. With respect to Government orders (contracts, &c.), Finnish 
works are to be considered as on the same footing as foreign, and 
are not to be allowed to compete with Russian. 

2. With respect to orders placed in Russia, contracts concluded 
with contractors and agents must contain conditions that all orders 
be executed in entirety at Russian works and with materials of 
Russian production, exception being made only with respect to 
such materials as are not found in Russia at all. 

3. Government orders can be placed at Finnish works only in 
such cases and under such terms as they are placed abroad. Prices 
and other terms being similar, the preference is to be given to 
Finnish rather than to foreign works. 

4. In the event of big Government orders (exceeding in value 
10,000 roubles) being placed at foreign or Finnish works, in cases 
when such orders are permitted at all, the Department giving the 
order must previously report, through ‘the Ministry of Commerce, 
to the Council of Ministers, explaining the causes justifying the 
order. 








SUBSIDIES FOR THE PROMOTION OF NATIONAL 
INDUSTRY IN ITALY. 


The following particulars of subsidies granted and offered for 
the promotion of national industry in Italy are taken from the 
‘* Bollettino delle Finanze ” (Rome) of 7th April :— 

The Municipality of Asti have granted Messrs. Westerman, of 
Zurich, 300,000 lire (about 12,000/.) for the establishment of a 
hydro-electric generating station in that town. 

The Municipality of Finalmarina have granted 170,000 lire 
(about 6,8001.) for the establishment of works for the manufacture 
of railway carriages; these are now being erected, and will be 
entitled ‘‘ Officine di Finalmarina.” 

The Municipality of Cairo Montenotte are contributing half the 
cost of the purchase of 30,000 square metres of land for the 
establishment of metallurgical works by Signor Lorenzo Barge. 
They have also initiated studies for the utilisation of the water 
power of the Rian di Lerca basin, which is municipal property. 

The Municipality of Pavia have granted 60,000 lire (about 2,400/.) 
to the ‘‘ Societa della seta artificiale,” who are erecting large works 
for the manufacture of artificial silk. 

Signor Eraldo Krumm, of Vergiate, has been granted a subsidy 
of 140,000 lire (about 5 6001.) for the establishment in Piacenza of 
spinning and weaving works, which will give employment to 400 
hands. : 

The Municipality of Susa offer the necessary water power for 
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Su'sudies for the Promotion of National Industry in Italy.

50,000 lire (about 2,000/.). The Municipality of Mantua offer a 
premium of 100,000 lire (about 4,000/.) for the establishment of a 
new industry, employing at least 200 hands. A similar premium 
is offered on the same terms for the establishment of a new industry 
in Rovigo. The following premiums are also offered: 100,000 lire 
(about 4,000.) for the establishment of an industry employing 
some hundreds of hands in Urbino; 200,000 lire (about 8,000/.) 
for the establishment of a new industry in Ascoli Piceno, the pay- 
ment to be spread over ten years ; and. 100,000 lire ( about 4 ,O00L.) 
for the estabtishment in Messina of an industry employing not less 
than 500 hands. 





COMMERCIAL AND INDUSTRIAL PROGRESS OF 
PERU IN 1906. 


H.M. Minister at Lima (Mr. W. N. Beauclerk), in a report on 
Peru for 1906, states that the production, exportation and value of 
the chief agricultural products give satisfactory results, especially 
sugar, cotton, alpaca and sheep's wool. <A large exportation of 
sugar has commenced to Japan and is replacing the trade former! ly 
done by Argentina. 

The increase in the mining industry in 1906 is shown by the 
number of claims registered, viz., 9,485, as compared with 8,840 
in 1905, 7,763 in 1904 and 5,779 in 1903. Coal mining has begun 
near Canto de Pasco and elsewhere, but it is as yet impossible to 

say whether the coal will be good enough for other than smelting 
purposes. The want of coal is sev erely felt. Coal for domestic 
uses is now (Jan. 9th) at 52s. per ton in Lima. ‘The working 
and exportation of vanadium and mica are becoming of great 
importance. A deposit of the former rare and valuable metal 
has just been discovered, which is declared to be the largest in the 
world, and over 4,000. worth of it has already been exported. 

Wireless telegraphy has been established between Lima and 
Iquitos.

A new item (29a) is added to the “ Revenue Act,’ 1905, whereby 
a duty of 5 per cent. is imposed on the fair market value of the 
hull, rigging, boilers, steam engines, and other machinery, and all 
other appurtenances of ships and other vessels, whether steam or 
sailing, built in any foreign country, on importation into the 
Colony. 

The following additions or amendments have been made in the 
free list :— 

Battery wire and drill steel to be free when used for mining 
purposes only. 

Parchment or wax paper when imported specially for pachwng 
fish is to be free of duty. Previously such paper was admitted free 
when imported specially for ‘‘ wrapping boneless fish.” 

Ships and other vessels built in any British or foreign country 
which are to be continuously employed in connexion with the trade 
or fisheries of the Colony are not to be subject to import duty. 

The Resolutions under notice also provide that for a period of 
fifteen years there shall be allowed to any persons engaged in the 
refining of petroleum in the Colony a drawback equal to the 
amount of any duties which may have been paid upon any crude 
petroleum imported by such persons and refined by them in the 
Colony : Provided that such drawback shall only be allowed upon 
the production of affidavits, satisfactory to the Minister of Finance 
and Customs, setting forth the amount of duties which have been 
paid on such crude petroleum, the names of the importers thereof, 
and that the petroleum has been refined in the Colony and put 
upon the market for sale. 

Section 21 of the “ Revenue Act, 1905” (No. IX.), relating to 
the duty payable on packages, is repealed, and a new section is 
substituted therefor.

MEXICO. 


In the conrse of his report on the Mexican Isthmus (Tehuantepec) 
a oa Railway,* the Secretary to H.M. Legation ap 
Mexico (Mr. Max Miller) says that, although the 

(Tehuantepec) two terminal ports are far from bei leted 

iodo. ports are far from being completed, 
the works at both ends are sufficiently advanced 
to admit of the entrance of large ships and of the speedy handling 
of freight. At Coatzacoalcos (now Puerto Mexico) little remains 
to be done beyond deeper dredging of the channel on the bar, and 
the building of further wharves and warehouses, but at Salina 
Cruz there is still much to be done in dredging out more space in 
the inner harbour, building wharves and warehouses, and finishing 
the dry dock. The last bit of work on the harbours will probably 
not be done before 1909. The harbour at Puerto Mexico, as well 
as that at Salina Cruz, will have a depth of 33 feet at low water. 
At both these ports elaborate preparations have been made for the 
expeditious handling of freight. The total frontage of the wharfage 
at the former port will extend 1 kilom. (‘621 mile). There will 
be eight steel wharves, 186 yards long, and eight iron warehouses, 
136 yards long by 36 yards wide, each with a holding capacity of 
6,000 tons. ‘There is also a timber wharf 216 yards long. Each 
ship loading or unloading will occupy a separate wharf. All the 
quays are provided with travelling electric cranes of great power. 

At both Puerto Mexico and Salina Cruz, in addition to the berths 
at the quays, provision has been made for additional slips, and at 
Salina Cruz one of the finest dry docks in the world, and at present 
the largest on the Pacific coast, is being built. This will be 
610 by 89 feet, with a depth on sill at low water of 28 feet. 

The principal object of the Tehuantepec line is to serve as a 
connecting link between ships on the Atlantic and ships on the 
Pacific. The geographical effects of the line upon commerce are 
easily measurable. It will compete under advantageous conditions 
for traffic between European and American ports on the Atlantic 
on the one hand, and ports in the Far East and Australasia and 
on n the Pacific coast of the American Continent on the other.

The British Vice-Consul at Caracas (Mr. E. F. Gray) reports that 
a contract has been concluded between the 
Venezuelan Government and Senor J. O Mauco 
by which the latter undertakes to establish and 
keep up constant navigation between Puerto 
Cabello and Guanta in Venezuela and ports in 
Cuba and Panama with five steamers, each 
capable of carrying not less than one thousand 
head of cattle. The line was to start on the 15th April and is to 
enjoy a monopoly for one year, capable of extension for an 
additional year. A maximum rate is fixed of about one pound per 
head for cattle and about three pounds for passage money between 
Venezuela and ports in Cuba or Panama, and vice versa. The con-

Previous tests to which the material has been subjected have 
had the result, it is understood, of proving that the percentage of 
iron yielded gives warrant for systematic: exploitation, and a 
number of further shipments have been already arranged for.

With reference to the notice on pp. 342-3 of the ‘‘ Board of 
Trade Journal” for 14th February, relating 
to the coal and oil fields of Saghalien, it 
may be noted that, according to the official 
‘‘Commercial and Industrial Gazette” (St. 
Petersburg), the Council of Ministers on the 26th March approved 
the proposal of the then Minister of the Interior that the coal 
mines on the Island of Saghalien should be administratively trans- 
ferred from the Ministry of the Interior to that of Commerce and 
Industry. ‘This transference of the vast mineral resources of the

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Island of Saghalien to the administration of a special department 
(the Ministry of Commerce) is,” says the Gazette, “in every way 
opportune, guaranteeing, as it will, the regular development of the 
mineral industry of the Island.” 


RUSSIA—SIBERIA. 
The British Commercial Agent in Russia (Mr. H. Cooke) 
Prepenal ninienl reports, on the authority of the ‘“‘ Commercial 
pine Sane and Industrial Gazette” of St. Petersburg, that 
aad among the subjects discussed at the meeting at 

Gold- Mining. St. Petersburg of the All-Russian Gold ‘and 
Platinum Industries Congress was ‘the question of the restrictions on 
foreigners engaged 1 in the ; gold industry. The general meeting of the 
Congress, in considering abe modifications, atl vn up by tee legis- 
lative committee, to the regulations affecting the private working 
of gold concerns (law of 8th June, 1902), came to the conclusion 
that the right to exploit claims should be extended, that prohibi- 
tions affecting the participation of foreigners should be rescinded, 
and that the dimensions of the frontier zones, in which gold-working 
is prohibited to foreigners, should be reduced to a minimum. 

In explanation of the above, it is added that by section 4 of the 
existing laws regulating the gold-working industry, gold mining 
is prohibited to foreigners in the Primorski Territory (of the 
Russian Far Hast) within a zone of 100 versts (66 miles) of the 
entire sea-coast, beginning from the Korean frontier. It is also 
prohibited on the island of Sakhalin, in the Ussinsk frontier district 
of the Yenisei government, and in other localities adjacent to the 
Chinese frontiers.

PORTUGAL—MOZAMBIQUE. 


H.M. Consul at Beiva (Mr. R. C. IF. Maugham) reports that 

alluvial deposits of gold, similar in character 
Gold Discoveries. with the well-known American “ placers,” have 

recently been discovered in the District of 
Manica, in the Territory administered by the Mozambique Com- 
pany, and near the Rhodesian frontier within a short distance of 
the settlement of Macequece. As a result of enquiry by the 
Mines Department, specimens of the formation in which the gold 
was discovered were forwarded to Johannesburg for examination 
and report. A most favourable reply was received and made public 
by the Administration of the Mozambique Company. 





SPAIN. 


The British Vice-Consul at Huelva (Mr. W. A. Bice) reports that 
the Asturian collieries are making efforts to 
introduce their coal at that port and have 
succeeded in getting important consumers to 
make trials which, as regards one mining com- 
pany, have been satisfactory, both in quality and price. Up to the 
present these trial orders total 2,500 tons. The yearly imports of 
coal at Huelva amount to about 80,000 tons. 

More than 200,000 tons of Asturian coals are now imported 
annually at Barcelona, and at Valencia Spanish coals are being 
used for bunkers. ‘The increase of the import duty from 2°50 to 
3°40 pesetas (gold) is more than counteracted by the fall in 
exchange (e.g., best steam coal at 15s. a ton plus, say, 5s. freight= 
20s. or 32 pesetas at exchange of December, 1905, but only 27°50 
pesetas at present exchange), but the Asturian mines are improving 
their methods and their output.

H.M. Consul at Teneriffe (Mr. J. i. Croker) reports that the coal 

trade has been very brisk at Las Palmas since 
Coal Trade of the 11, beginning of the year, more steamers than 
Canary Islands, onal having called for bunkers. On the other 
hand, the business at Teneriffe suffered considerably during 
January and February, owing to the sickness at Santa Cruz. 
Prices have risen since last year, and are now as follows: with 
contract 25s. 6d., coaling orders 26s., casuals 29s. f.o.b. and 
trimmed. The coal imported to the Canaries and reshipped for 
bunkering purposes during 1906 amounted to about 595,000 tons: 
of this total 543,500 tons was handled by the British coaling firms, 
the balance of 55,100 tons being supplied to steamers by the 
German Woermann Line.

UNITED STATES—PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 


The “ Engineering Record” (New York) states that the coal] fields 
at Batan (Philippines) promise to be very valu- 
Coal. able, according to thedata gathered by the Mining 
Bureau of the Government of the Philippines. 
Both lignite and bituminous coals have been mined, and thorough 
tests by government transports and launches show both to be of 
good steaming quality. In one square mile that was investigated, 
it is estimated that there are 15,360,000 tons capable of being 
mined without any special difficulty. ‘The seams vary in thickness 
from 18 in. to 10 ft., and entries may be made with ease at many 
points. The measures are along the shore of a perfectly protected 
harbour, where vessels could be loaded at all seasons without 
danger from storms. Timber of all kinds in any quantity is at 
hand. As a whole, adds the “ Record,” everything seems favour- 
able to the establishment of an economical mininy plant.

Ecuador—was published in Quito on the 17th January. The salt 
consumed in the Republic is produced by evaporation in pits at 
Salinas (Canton Santa Elena, Guayas Province) and other districts 
of Ecuador. The price for purchase at the pits has been fixed at 
40 cents of a sucre (10d.) per 100 kilos. The price for sale at salt 
deposits throughout the provinces of Guayas, Manabi, Esmeraldas, 
Los Rios, the Coast Cantons of El Oro, and the station of Huigra, 
on the Guayaquil and Quito Railway, has been fixed at two sucres 
(4s.) per 46 kilos. Prices at other places in the interior are to be 
arranged on this basis, plus expense of transportation, &c.

CAPE COLONY. 


With reference to the notice published in the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 21st February, pp. 363-4, relative 
to a possible opening for pumps in Cape Colony 
for use in spraying cattle infested with insects, 
it appears from a report received from the 
Board of Trade Correspondent at Cape Town (Mr. E. J. Cattell) 
that the statement of Mr. Lounsbury, the Cape Government 
Entomologist, quoted in a United States report, could not have 
been taken from a recent pronouncement, as Mr. Lounsbury has 
issued no public opinion in favour of spray pumps in late years. 
The generally accepted remedy in South Africa is dipping, and 
not the use of the spray pump. In the first place the coloured 
farm labourer in the country who is entrusted with the work 
is not too intelligent; and the use of the spray pump 
requires a great deal of intelligence and practice before it can be 
used effectually and economically. In the second place, even with 
expert labour, it is not generally so economical as dipping. With 
dipping, the paraffin oil can be used again and again, and after the 
first dipping the cattle themselves willingly enter the dip after they 
have experienced the benefits derived. On the other hand, in the 
cases of the pump, trouble frequently arises with cattle on entering 
the race, and this plan also requires expert operators who in many 
cases are unobtainable. 

Dr. Nobbs, an assistant in the Department of Agriculture, states 
that at a recent conference of farmers of Cape Colony, a unanimous 
resolution was passed in favour of the dipping method in preference 
to spraying, and the Conference went as far as to recommend that 
legislation should be introduced making it compulsory for the 
prevention of ticks among cattle.

The following particulars of the state of various crops in Spain are 
extracted from reports for January and February 

State of Crops. received from H.M. Consular Officers in the 

districts named :— 

The orange crop in the province of Valencia suffered at the 
beginning of February owing to several degrees of frost, and it is 
thought that fully half the fruit has been prejudiced. In the 
neighbourhood of Burriana and Castellon some 15 to 20 per cent. 
of the whole orange crop has been spoilt by the frost. 

Around Denia the abnormally cold weather did but little 
damage to the orange trees or to the almond trees. In the district 
of Malaga, although many orange trees have been greatly injured 
by the frosts, the extent of the damage cannot be fully ascertained 
until the bloom appears. 

With regard to the tomato crop in tne district of Gandia, it is 
reported that in some parts the crop has been totally destroyed 
and in other parts little harm has been done. 

From Teneriffe it is reported that shippers of bananas have met 
with heavy losses on shipments to the United Kingdom owing to 
the fruit being nipped by frost and failing to ripen on the voyage 
home. 

The sugar cane crop in the neighbourhood of Malaga has been 
utterly destroyed through the frosts. This blow coming on top of 
the failure of the last olive harvest, the destruction of the raisin 
crop by the too early rains last year, and the severe drought of 
the three previous years has practically ruined the country people. 

From Cordoba it is reported that although olive crushing is in 
progress, olive oil continues to be sold at the unprecedented price 
for the time of year of 15 pesetas per arroba (254 lbs.). None, it 
is said, can be exported as it cannot compete, at present prices and 
exchange, with oil from the Hast. 

In the agricultural districts around Cadiz there has been much 
anxiety through want of rain. Recent rains have, however, greatly 
improved the prospects for farmers and a good season is confidently 


expected.

The Assistant Collector of Customs for the Port of St. John’s calls 
the attention of British firms to the mistakes 
erage: Aneress made in addressing letters and parcels destined 
for St. John's. for St. John’s, Newfoundland, and for St. John 
and St. John’s in Canada. Many letters arrive at St. John’s, New- 
foundland, which have to be readdressed, and many letters go to 
Canada which are intended for Newfoundland, and are delayed 
considerably by being sent to the ‘“‘ Dead Letter Office” in Ottawa. 
British traders should note that Newfoundland is a self-governing 
colony and is not in Canada. Its capital city is called St. John’s 
and letters for it should be addressed to “ St. John’s, Newfound- 
land.” 

St. John, the terminus of the Canadian Pacific Railroad 
Steamers, is the capital of the Province of New Brunswick, in the 
Dominion of Canada, and letters for that city should be addressed 
to “St. John, N.B., Dominion of Canada.” St. John’s, in the 
Province of Quebec, is a small town, not far from Montreal, in the 
County of St. John’s, and letters therefor should be addressed “ St. 


John’s, P.Q., Dominion of Canada.” 


H.M. Consul at Chicago (Mr. A. Finn) reports that some New- 
foundland whaling concerns have been attempt- 

Whale Leather. ing to make whale leather a commercial product. 
The average whale hide covers a surface of about 

1,500 square feet. A square foot of the hide weighs from two to 
five ounces and is priced as high as 50 cents. The leather is very 
tough and is said to have great wearing qualities, and may therefore 
be adapted to the covering of furniture, buggy tops and seats, and 
also automobile uses. It is also claimed that it can be used for 
boots and shoes. Leather made from the intestines of the whale 
resembles kid and is very thin and tough. It will take colour 
readily and is to be offered to glove manufacturers for making the 


long-sleeved gloves now worn by women.

RUSSIA. 


The British Commercial Agent in Russia (Mr. H. Cooke) reports 

i Sita eal that the official ‘‘ Commercial and Industrial 

mportation 0”, Gazette” (St. Petersburg) of the 28rd March 
Horrings in 1906. publishes figures showing the results of the 
abolition, by the Imperial Decree of the 14th March, 1906 (see 
“Board of Trade Journal” of 17th May, 1906, p. 312), of the 
duty-free privileges accompanying the import of foreign herrings 
at Archangel. Owing to these privileges, herrings imported at 
Archangel duty-free were despatched to the interior of Russia, 
thus heavily competing with foreign herrings imported vid Baltic 
ports and paying the high duties imposed on all but those imported 
vid Archangel. The importation of Scotch herrings especially 
was unfavourably affected at Baltic ports by the Archangel 
privileges. Owing to the abolition of these privileges, the import 
of foreign herrings at Archangel in 1906 greatly declined, whereas 
at Baltic ports the import largely increased. 


Mr. Cooke has also forwarded a translation of an article published 
in the official ‘‘Commercial and Industrial 
Gazette” respecting acetylene lighting in 
Russia. From this it appears that in Russia 
the manufacture of carbide exists only in very inconsiderable 
dimensions (with a total consumption of 400 to 500 tons), whereas 
the conditions for its manufacture are stated to be extremely 
favourable. The chief difficulty now in the way for the further 
development of acetylene lighting is the high cost of carbide of 
calcium, imported for the most part from abroad. The existing 
Customs duty of 3 r. 60 c. per poud has still further hindered 
any development in this respect. Nevertheless, at present, in 
addition to private use, acetylene lighting has been introduced 
for carriages, locomotives, and station buildings on many of the 
Russian railways. The Post Office is beginning to light its 
waggons with acetylene. It has been applied, too, on lighthouses 
at Libau and at Cronstadt.

The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the 
Board of Trade (No. 73, Basinyhall Street, London, E.C.) is 
intended to be a centre at which information on all subjects of 
commercial interest shall be collected and focussed in a form 
convenient for reference, and at which, so far as the interests of 





British trade permit, replies shall be given to enquiries by traders 
on commercial matters. 

On application being made to it either personally or by letter, 
the Branch supplies, so far as is possible, information with regard 
to the following subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics; Matters 
relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations ; 
Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in 
different localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender. 
Sources of Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of 
Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial 
Travellers, &c., &c. There is a Sample Room at the offices of the 
Branch, where, in addition to samples illustrative of reports of 
H.M. Consuls or of the Correspondents or Special Commissioners 
of the Board of Trade, specimens of special interest that may be 
received from the Imperial Institute, India, or the Colonies, &c., 
are exhibited from time to time. 

The Governments of India, Canada, Cape of Good Hope, and 
Queensland, also the Governments of the Transvaal and Orange 
River Colony, have established, in proximity to the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch, at 73, Basinghall Street, special offices for 
dealing with trade matters (see next page). 

The ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, and intended for general information, is conveyed to the 
public.

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SPECIAL INDIAN AND COLONIAL 
TRADE ENQUIRY OFFICES. 

India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., has been established for the purpose of supplying 
the general public withall available information as to the commercial 
products, manufactures and trades of British India. 

The office is under the superintendence of an India Office official, 
who is in daily attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. 

The current publications of the Government of India dealing 
with Indian Trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic 
products, &c., are kept in the office, and can be consulted free: the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 

Canada.—The Canadian Government have secured premises at 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened under the designation of ‘Canadian Government City 
Trade Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial community. 

In due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room, illustrating the products, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 
daily to deal with enquiries and applications in connection with 
Canadian import and export trade, and to supply information 
about Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 
arranged when desired. 

Cape of Good Hope.—T'he Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have opened offices at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the 
purpose of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, under the 
direction of the Agent-General. 

The Commercial Agent in charge of these offices deals with, and 
supplies free, information on trade subjects connected with the 
Colony, such as commercial products, industries, trade, tariff regu- 
lations, commercial statistics, railway rates, prospects for emigra- 
tion, &c., &e. 

Queensland.—For the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 
opened a branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information to 
enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters in con- 
nection with Queensland. 

A collection of articles representative of the pastoral, agricultural, 
and mining industries of Queensland is on view, and information 
regarding these industries can be obtained at the Office, as above. 

Transvaal and Orange River Colony.—A ‘Trade Enquiry Office 
has been opened at 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., by the Govern- 
ments of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, on the lines of 
the agency established at the same address by the Government of 
Cape Colony, but under the general direction of the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Superintendent in charge of the Office deals with, and 
supplies free, information in regard to the products and resources 
of the two Colonies, the opportunities they present to the settler, 
their railway facilities, the regulations of all kinds in force in 


them affecting trade, &c., dc. 
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IMPERIAL INSTITUTE, 


The Imperial Institute at South Kensington was transferred by 
Act of Parliament to the control of the Board of Trade on the 
Ist January, 1903. ‘The work formerly carried on by the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Office of the Institute is now conducted by 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Imperial Institute is chiefly occupied with the systematic 
investigation and illustration of the principal resources of India 
and the Colonies. It includes :— 

1. The Galleries, containing collections of economic products, 
&c., illustrative of the natural and commercial resources of British 
Possessions. These are open free to the public daily (except on Sun- 
days) from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m., in Summer, and from 10 a.m. to 
4 p.m. in Winter. Special arrangements may be made for the 
visits of schools and other educational institutions. Informa- 
tion concerning India and the Colonies, their products, industries, 
prospects for emigration, &c., may be obtained on verbal applica- 
tion at the Central stand in the Galleries, or applications may be 
addressed in writing to the Director of the Imperial Institute, 
South Kensington, S.W. Publications furnishing information 
relating to the commerce, agriculture, mining and other industries 
of India and the Colonies, as well as those relating to emigration, 
may also be obtained on application at the Central stand. From 
time to time samples and specimens of raw and manufactured 
products will be shown in the sample room attached to the offices 
of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade at 
73, Basinghall Street, E.C. . 

2. The Scientific and Technical Department with extensive 
laboratories specially equipped for the purpose of investigating 
problems connected with tropical agriculture and development. 
In this Department new or little known natural products from 
India and the Colonies, and commercial products from new 
sources, received through the Government of the countries con- 
cerned, are examined with a view to their valuation and utilisation. 
The expert staff of the Department is also engaged in the collec- 
tion of information from all sources on these and similar subjects. 

3. The Library and Reading Rooms, containing a large collection 
of Indian and Colonial works of reference, which are regularly 
supplied with the principal official publications of India and the 
Colonies, and with many of the principal newspapers, periodicals 
and maps of the United Kingdom, India, and the Colonies. 

4, Conference and Meeting Rooms which are available under 
certain conditions for the purpose of meetings, lectures, &c., on 
subjects of importance to India and the Colonies. 

5. The ‘‘ Bulletin of the Imperial Institute.” This publication, 
which is now issued quarterly, includes reports on investigations 
conducted at the Imperial Institute, and also special articles 
relating to recent developments in tropical agriculture and in 
the utilisation of raw materials. The ‘ Bulletin” may be 
obtained at the Imperial Institute, South Kensington, or from 
Messrs. Eyre and Spottiswoode, Hast Harding Street, Fleet 
Street, E.C., price one shilling per number.
